THE 1960 MEETING 


On May 5 members of the Population Association were guests 
of the Bureau of the Census on visits to the Mapping Facility and to the 
Electronic Data Processing Installation. Dr. Robert W. Burgess, the 
Director, Dr. Conrad Taeuber, Assistant Director, and Dr. Henry S. 
Shyrock, Jr., Assistant Chief, Population Division, discussed the 1960 
census and the Current Population Survey programs. 


Urbanization of Underdeveloped Countries 
Chairman: Sidney Goldstein, Brown University 


The Ecology of Indonesian Cities 








Cities of pre-colonial Asia were related to their hinterlands in 
one of two ways: either they were capitals of inland kingdoms living on 
food collected by tax officials and landlords, or they were coastal cities 
living largely off trade by sea. It was through the coastal cities that the 
new religions and cultures entered Indonesiaas other partsof Asia: con- 
version tolslam in the 14thcentury made the ruler of a harbour princi- 
pality a member ofa continent-wide trading community; Europeans were 
attracted to the same harbours shortly after by the profits of the spice 
trade and the prospects of religious conversion. 


Europe's need for colonial raw products was not long satisfied 
by trade in goods already being produced by the local economy, and 
Dutch administrators re-made the economy; their cities lived on both 
the taxation of agricultural landsand on sea-bornecommerce. With the 
increase in the volume of trade, including more efficient collection of 
taxes, city populations steadily increased. Through them passed not only 
the sugar, kapok, pepper, tea, and rubber, outward bound, but also man- 
ufactured goods from European cities which replaced rural industry in 
Indonesia, as they had in Europe. 


The problem of Indonesia,as of every new country of Asia, is to 
give its cities a new function: centers of industry, producing manufac- 
tured goods attractive enough to draw food from the countryside through 
trade. The need of the cities to transform themselves in this way be- 
comes more pressing as they grow in numbers of residents. But the 
creation of productive facilities requires capital, including some in the 
form of foreignexchange. Much of the income which could be saved and 
invested is generated in the Outer Islands, which are able to produce an 
agricultural surplus by reason of their low density. The savings are 
sought (1) by the Outer Islands for their own development purposes, (2) 
by the cities of Java for purchases of food and improvement of housing 
and other amenities, (3) by the cities of Java for the industrial develop- 














ment that would give them a national ecological base. The longer the 
delay in applying capital to (3), the more difficult the task. For as the 
Javanese village populations increase, they climbup on their food supply, 
and the rice surplus, which they could exchange for manufactured goods, 
steadily diminishes. It is under the peculiar handicap which population 
growth imposes in this situation that the future of the Indonesian cities 
will be worked out. — Nathan Keyfitz, University of Toronto. 


Urban Growth in India: 
Past Trends and Future Projections 











India is in the midst of the process of urbanization which has 
occurred in more advanced countries. Her peculiar conditions — high 
population density, enormous potential population growth — make the pro- 
spective changes unusually drastic and problematic. For instance, she 
may have as many as thirty million rural-urban migrants during the 
quarter-century between 1950 and 1975, and as many as 100 million be- 
tween 1957 and 2000. In addition, her biggest cities may reach popula- 
tions of somewhere between 25 and 100 million. The magnitude of the 
changes which the ordinary process of urbanization would entail in In- 
dia staggers the imagination. It suggests, indeed, thatitmay prove im- 
possible for India to have the population growth projected by the United 
Nations and also have the economic development that brings large-scale 
urbanization. Italso raises the question of what kind of cities would be 
those resulting from the assumptions used in this analysis. — Kingsley 
Davis, University of California. 


Urbanization Trends in Mexico and Central America 








As of 1950 the urban population of the countries of this region, 
according to the urban-rural definitions used by these countries, com- 
prised from one fourthinthe case of Guatemala to 36 per cent in El Sal- 
vador and Panama. In Mexico the proportion urban was 43 per cent. If 
the comparison is restricted to localities with2,000 or more population, 
the differences among these countriesare greater and the rates indicate 
less urbanization, except for Mexico and Guatemala, where the propor- 
tions urban are not significantly changed. 


The general trend observed in this region, as in other regions 
of the world, has been a downward movement in the proportion rural. 
Another trend is the considerably more rapid rate of growth that the 
urban populations of the Central American countries and Mexico have 
experienced as compared with the rural populations. The former have 
grown at annual rates from 50tomore than 200 per cent the rural rate. 
This fact, together with the much higher levels of fertility of the rural 
population, indicates that a substantial net out-migration of population 
from rural to urban areas has taken place. During 1940-1950 the urban 
population of Mexico increased at the high rate of 4.7 per cent per year 
compared with an increase of 1.4per cent in its rural population. A de- 
clining rate of growth in the rural population between 1940-1950 com- 
pared with earlier decades is observable in Mexico, Guatemala, and 
Panama. 


Projections of the urban and rural populations to 1980 have been 
developed ina larger study made for the United Nations [Louis J. Ducoff, 
Los recursos humanos de Centroamérica, Panama y Mexico en 1950- 
1980, y sus relaciones con algunos aspectos de desarrollo econémico.

1), mimeog., June 1959]. Except in Guatemala, half or more of the net 
gain in total population is projected to occur in the urban sector. In El 
Salvador and Mexico where industrialization is proceeding at a faster 
tempo, about three quarters or more ofthe population gain by 1980 may 
occur in the urban areas. This would be in large part the result of a 
gradual, cumulative process of rural-urban population redistribution, 
stretching over a 30-year period, although natural increase willalso con- 
tribute to the population gains. — Louis J. Ducoff, United Nations.

The 1960 Census of Population — Progress and Plans 
Chairman: A. Ross Eckler, Bureau of the Census 


The 1960 Census as an Instrument of Demographic Research 








The 18th decennial census, barring the unforeseen, should provide 
the United States with the best designed and executed census yet. It 
includes procedures designed to improve coverage and quality; meas- 
urements of the census errors; and modifications in concepts, classi- 
fication schemes, and tabulation principles. 


New data of special interest are the items for place of work and 
means of transport, which will make possible more intensive analysis 
of internal metropolitan-area structure and interrelations. Also of in- 
terest todemographers will be the housing census item on "year moved 
into unit,"' as an index of mobility, and the new appliance and facilities 
items to supplement other measures of social-economic status. Small- 
area tabulations will have more analytical value than in previous cen- 
suses, and of major research interest will be the improvement in the 
"large area" and special tabulations. 


A significant innovation will be the migration typology, includ- 
ing place of birth, place of 1955 residence, and place of 1960 residence. 
If present plans materialize, the enriched 5-year migration data will be 
available for analysis of migration streams and characteristics of mi- 
grants, by states, urban and rural, state economic areas, and Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas. 


Family tabulation plans emphasize the family life-cycle concept, 
the tabulation of personal characteristics by family characteristics, and 
comparability in family classification schemes. Planned fertility tabu- 
lations emphasize cohort analysis, standardization of fertility measures, 
and greater cross-tabulation. The nuptiality tabulationsare designed to 
supplement the statistics on marriage and its dissolution from the Na- 
tional Office of Vital Statistics and the Current Population Survey. 


Labor-force tabulations will increase crosstabulations, differ- 
entiation of part-time and full-time workers, and information for the 
year as distinguished from the week, for which Monthly Report on the 
Labor Force data are available. 


The new journey-to-work information opens vistas of research 
opportunity. The data will include information on commuter streams 
between central cities and outlying parts of Standard Metropolitan Sta- 
tistical Areas and on the characteristics of commuters. 
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Finally there will probably be available on punch cards or mag- 
netic tape anational sample of households and persons, from which iden- 
tifying information will have been deleted. This sample tabulation may 
be purchasable from the Census atnominalcost for local use. A larger 
sample, of perhaps a million households, will, it is hoped, be drawn for 
special tabulations by the Census for research purposes. — Philip M.

Processing and Editing the Data from the 
1960 Census of Population 











The review for consistency andaccuracyof the 100 per cent 1960 
population enumeration schedules was performed by the crew leaders 
in a series of field reviews of the work of each enumerator. A further 
review is performed in the field office. 


The review of the consistency of the entries in the central office 
is performed by the electronic computer, instead of by clerks. The 
computer reviews all entries for consistency. If a wife was present in 
the household, the head is changed to a married male, if not so reported. 
Each household is changed, if necessary, to show one and only one head. 
If age of the wife of head is not reported, the computer assigns an age 
based on the age of the head and the reported relationship of age of head 
and wife for a preceding household with head in the same general age 
group. In a similar manner, all missing andinconsistent reports of age 
are replaced with assigned ages based on ages or relationship between 
ages ina similar preceding household. The same basic technique is 
used to supply missing entries on sex, color, relationship, and marital 
status in the 100 per cent deck. A diary reports the number of missing 
and inconsistent entries for each separate enumeration district. 


The enumeration schedules containing the more detailed entries 
for personsinthe 25 per cent sample of householdsare subject to more 
detailed review, and codes for many items are entered manually. An 
allocation process similar to that outlined above isused to supply miss- 
ing entries for many, but not all, of the sample items. 


The increased capacity of the electronic computer makes it pos- 
sible to produce certain tabulations that were not practicable with punch- 
card equipment. It will be possible to recognize a different matrix of 
city and county of place of work, in the tabulations of workplace for the 
residents of each separate county. 


The report on detailed characteristics of the population will in- 
clude statistics on characteristics of families, including relationship 
between type of family, age of head of family, size of family, income, 
labor-force status of head and wife, number of children, and number of 
earners. In our more detailed andanalytical tabulations, we hope to in- 
clude some tabulations of persons residing in each county. In later re- 
ports, we hope to tabulate persons by the characteristics of the family 
of which they are members. — Howard G: Brunsman, Bureau of the 
Census.

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Methods of Evaluating The Coverage 





of the 1960 Census of Population 








For the 1960 Census, three evaluation projects have been designed 
for studying coverageerror. Also a fourth project has been designed to 
study a method of improving coverage: 


i. 


"Reverse Record Check" of a General Sample of the Popula- 
tion of the United States — The objective of this project is to 
construct an independent sample of (almost) the entire popu- 
lation of the United States as of April 1, 1960, and to deter- 
mine how many persons appearing in that sample were not 
enumerated in the Census. The independent sample is being 
drawn from four main components, which are described in 


the paper. 











"Reverse Record Check" of Special Samples of the Population 
of the United States — This project, similar in method to the 
first project,is directed primarily at evaluating the enumer- 
ation status andage reports of three special population groups 
— aged social security beneficiaries, selective service regis- 
trants, and students enrolled in colleges and universities in 
February 1960. 











Re-enumerative Studies of Coverage Error — The major ob- 
jective of this project is to obtain estimates by enumerative 
methods of the net and gross errors in counting the popula- 
tion and the housing units in the United States. This project 
requires the use of especially trained enumerators to return 
to either area samples or list samples of enumerated housing 
units in a search for errors of both omission and inclusion, 
i.e., missed persons and housing units, and erroneously in- 
cluded persons and housing units. 








Coverage Improvement Study — This project stems from a 
major innovation, proposed for the 1960 Census but not adopt- 
ed because of lack of funds: namely, the use of postal carri- 
ers to identify households erroneously omitted from the cen- 
sus. Although we are unable toemploy this procedure at full 
effectiveness, this project is directed towardadditional study 
of its feasibility and effectiveness. — Joseph Steinberg, Leon 
Pritzker, and Walter Perkins, Bureau of the Census. 





Internal Migration

A Cohort Approach to the Analysis of Migration Differentials 








Using the age-specific rates of net interstate in-migration for 
native white malesfrom Dorothy Swaine Thomas! article ''Age and Eco- 
nomic Differentials in Interstate Migration" (Population Index 24(4), 
Oct. 1958), this paper analyzes the experience of five-year age cohorts 
for intercensal periods from 1870 to 1950. Attention is confined to the 
experience of cohorts reaching ages 10-15 ("'even"' cohorts) and 15-19 
('odd" cohorts) at each census. According to the findings, odd cohorts 
tend to peak at ages 25-29, but more sharply in prosperous than in de- 


pressed decades. 





Even cohorts peak at 20-24 if they reach these ages 














at the end of prosperous decades, but not until 30-34 if they reach the 
latter ages at the end of prosperous decades. 


Otherwise, cohort rates show a pattern of fluctuation that is in 
general agreement with Thomas! classification of decades as relatively 
prosperous or relatively depressed, with the rates tending to rise in 
prosperous decades and fallin depresseddecades. — Hope T. Eldridge, 
University of Pennsylvania. 


Duration-of-Residence Analysis of Internal Migration 
in the United States 








This paper discusses the migration information provided bya 
question on duration of residence, and presents the first national mi- 
gration data derived from this approach. Previous duration data have 
been limited to local populations, or refer to duration of residence ina 
specific dwelling. The new data refer to duration within a city or rural 
portion of a county, and are thus suited to the study of migration. In 
contrast to migration data from decennial census data or from a fixed- 
interval change-of-residence question, the duration-of-residence ap- 
proach provides direct information on a portion of the actual migration 
history of each individual. 


Preliminary tabulations of duration-in-place (from the Resi- 
dence History Supplement to the May, 1958, Current Population Survey) 
are contrasted with the 1957-1958 mobility data andthe 1952 duration-in- 
dwelling data. Illustrative data are presented, demonstrating that dura- 
tion-of-residence data can contribute to our knowledge of migration dif- 
ferentials by age, sex, and other characteristics. They can be used to 
further document and analyze historical migrations, such as those of 
Negroes to northern metropolises. They permit analysis of population 
stability and mobility by regions and by types and sizes of places of cur- 
rent residence. The most distinctive feature of duration data is the 
glimpse they give into migration as part of the life history of persons. 
An individual's changes of residence are not independent of previous 
changes of residence. The migrations of a given year are not inde- 
pendent of changing residential patterns. Duration-of-residence anal- 
ysis is a preliminary step in the systematic study of migration within 
the context of the life cycle of the individual and the population redis- 
tributions of the nation. — Karl E. Taeuber, Biometry Branch, National 
Cancer Institute.

Fertility Differentials 
Chairman: Charles Westoff, New York University 


Rural-Urban Fertility Differentials in India 





In general for Western populations rural fertility is higher than 
urban fertility, and some evidence has been found that this rule holds for 
non-Western populationsas well. This paper examines rural-urban fer- 
tility inone non-Western country, India, using fertility ratios constructed 
from census age distributions for the period 1921-1951, and reaches 
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conclusions at odds with the above stated general rule. 


Taking the largest cities of India, those of 100,000 and over, as 
an approximation of urban, and either the remainder of the provinces 
containing these cities or the whole of India as an approximation of ru- 
ral, one finds a very substantial rural-urban fertility-ratio differential 
in 1921. However, over time this differential has all but disappeared, 
and by 1951 rural and urban fertility ratios were almost equal to each 
other. This narrowing resulted from a nearly constant rural fertility 
ratio coupled with a rising urban fertility ratio. 


The most plausible explanation for this trend is connected with 
the shortcomings of the fertility ratio as a measure of fertility. Ac- 
cording to this explanation, the large rural-urban fertility differentials 
in 1921 were, in all likelihood, spurious and due to the fact that infant- 
mortality ratesin the urban areas were considerably above those of the 
countryside. Thus, even where the real rural and urban birth cohorts 
were the same size, the smaller number of urban infants surviving to 
be countedin acensus would lead to lower urban fertility ratios. Urban 
infant-mortality rates inIndia have declined by much larger percentage 
amounts than has been the case for the rural ratio. Infant-mortality 
rates and fertility ratios for the three largest cities of India and their 
provinces show an inverse correlation, the coefficient being -.79 for 
1921 to 1951. 


It must be conceded that the 1921 fertility-ratio differentials 
might have represented a genuine difference in rural-urban fertility. 
Possibly the narrowing in the differential since then is to be explained 
by the increased rural-to-urban migration. The migrants may have 
changed the basic demographic character of the cities of India, destroy- 
ing their previous tendency toward low fertility and substituting the high- 
fertility mores of the countryside. Insufficient data are available on the 
magnitude and character of these migrations to explore this point ade- 
quately. 


In summary, it is suggested that the fertility ratio must be used 
with caution as a device for measuring differentials where infant mor- 
tality rates are high, vary from one segment of the population to an- 
other, and are changing over time by large percentage amounts. — War- 
ren C. Robinson, Outdoor Recreation Resources Review Commission. 


Religion and Fertility Differences in Lebanon 








A purposive sample of 900 Lebanese married women was inter- 
viewed in 1959. The sample included women whose backgrounds varied 
greatly in type of residence, socioeconomic status, and religious affili- 
ation. A complete reproductive history was obtained for each woman. 


In villages, Christian and Moslem totalfertility rates were sim- 
ilar and high, from 6.8 to7.6 live births per woman. Among uneducated 
city dwellers, on the other hand, Moslem fertility was about twice as 
great as Christian fertility. Among educated city dwellers, this reli- 
gious fertility differential decreased somewhat, the Moslems having 
about one and one half fewer live births per woman than the Christians. 
There were great rural-urban fertility differences among Christians, 
but not among the Moslems; there were negligible socioeconomic-status 
fertility differences among city Christians, but moderate ones among 
city Moslems. This pattern of differences seems to have persisted at 
least since 1920. 











Several approaches are discussed as potentially affording ex- 
planation of the described religious fertility differences. Neither dif- 
ferences in religious dogma nor in family systems are likely to furnish 
explanation. More fruitful is an investigation of the social organization 
which includes religious sects as prominent groups. 


The methods by which fertility was differentially controlled are 
to be studied in the future. — David Yaukey, Office of Population Re- 
search, Princeton University. 


Socio-Economic Factors in Fertility Behavior Differences 
Among Protestants, Catholics, and Jews 








Comparisons were made of the fertility behavior of Protestants, 
Catholics, and Jews when the three religious groups were matched on 
duration of marriage and five socioeconomic characteristics. The data 
used were from a national probability sample of the white married wo- 
men, aged 18-39 years and living with their husbands, in the United 
States in 1955. Before matching in the initial sample, Jews had the low- 
est current fertility and expected completed fertility, had the lowest fer- 
tility values, approved the use of contraception most strongly, were most 
likely to have used contraception, were the most likely to have planned 
the spacing and number of all their children, and were the most likely 
to have used the effective chemical and appliance methods of contracep- 
tion. Of all of these aspects of the fertility complex, Catholics differed 
most from Jews, and Protestants were in an intermediate position. 


To evaluate the effect of socioeconomic variables on these fer- 
tility differences, the 66 Jews in the national sample were matched with 
66 Catholics and 66 Protestants on: duration of marriage, husband's 
occupation, wife's education, farm background, husband's income, and 
whether couple lived in a metropolitan area. 


After this matching procedure, the Protestants were very sim- 
ilar to the Jews on most of the fertility variables. However, the Cath- 
olic fertility values changed very little from the original total sample. 
Differences between Catholics and Jews were increased more often than 
decreased by the matching procedure. 


Itappears that Protestant-Jewish differences in the fertility var- 
iables may be attributedtoafew strategic fertility variables. This was 
not the case for the Catholics. Apparently, their distinctive fertility 
complex has another basis. — Ronald Freedman, University of Mich- 
igan; P. K. Whelpton, Scripps Foundation for Research in Population 
Problems; and John W. Smit, University of Michigan.

Patterns of Negro-White Differential Mortality, 1930-1957 





Four points are made in this paper: 
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(1) The mortality series accumulated for the Industrial policy- 
holders of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company from 1911 can be 
ausefuladjunct ininterpreting patterns of Negro-white differential mor- 
tality in the official U. S. series. In addition, they provide a source for 
the study of the mortality of the urban industrial segments of the white 
and Negro populations. 


(2) A curious pattern characterizes the decline of white and non- 
white death rates after 1925 in the official U. S. series. In the first half 
of eachintercensal decade (1930-35, 1940-45, and 1950-55), percentage 
declines are greater in nonwhite thanin white age-adjusted rates; inthe 
second half of such decades (1925-30, 1935-40, 1945-50, and 1955-57) 
percentage changes more favorable for whites than for nonwhites pre- 
vail. There is no exception to this phenomenon for either males or fe- 
males. This same alternative pattern characterizes percentage changes 
in white and nonwhite age-specific rates after 1930. That this pattern 
isa function of nonwhite mortality decline is indicated by the much greater 
fluctuation in nonwhite than in white declines. That it isa statistical 
artifact is indicated by the lack of any such pattern in the Metropolitan 
series. 


(3) Notuntilafter 1931 dononwhite male and female age-adjusted 
rates begin dropping at a generally more rapid rate than the correspond- 
ing white rates. Behind this simple color convergence, however, lies 
a complex of convergent and divergent age-specific and specific-cause 
trends. 


(4) Differential diagnoses among whites and Negroes have a great 
effect on the magnitude and, in some cases, even on the direction of Ne- 
gro-white differentials for deaths from the organic causes. This prob- 
lem is probably most serious for cancer and the specific heart dis- 
eases. — Richard F. Tomasson, Scripps Foundation for Research in 
Population Problems, Miami University. 


Selected Demographic Characteristics of the ''Population "' of 
Autopsied Cases 








This study attempts to define more clearly that group of dead 
persons which results from a complex combination of vital and social 
processes and becomes reported as the "population of autopsied cases." 
Anautopsied case was defined as one for which the standard certificate 
of death was checked "Yes" inanswerto the question, 'Was autopsy per- 
formed?" 


In 1955, about 18 per cent of all death certificates in the United 
States indicated that an autopsy had been performed. More than one- 
sixth of the death certificates (287,825 cases) furnished to the National 
Office of Vital Statistics, however, failed to indicate whether an autop- 
sy had been performed. A special tabulation of the universe of more 
than 272,000 reported autopsied cases was obtained from the NOVS. Da- 
ta from the following sources were used for age-sex analysis: Alabama, 
Indiana, Louisiana, Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans, and 
Department of Pathology, School of Medicine, Louisiana State Univer- 
sity. 


The evidence was not sufficient to justify even tentative conclu- 
sions, but did suggest the following hypotheses: (Hj) a smaller propor- 
tion of deaths in southern states is autopsied as compared with other 
sections of the United States; (H2) male deaths are more likely to be 
autopsied than female; (H3) nonwhite deaths are more likely to be au- 














topsied than white; (H4) average age at deathfor autopsied cases is high- 
er for males; (Hs) not only are male deaths more likely to be autopsied 
than females, but this tendency prevails in practically all five-year age 
groups; (Hg) age-sex pyramids of autopsied cases are unlike those of 
most living populations; (H7) among deaths under five years of age that 
are autopsied immediately following death, more than 80 per cent are 
infant deaths; (Hg) among deaths under age 40, those in the age group 
10-14 are least likely to be autopsied; (H,) there is a tendency for the 
proportion of deaths reported as being autopsied to decline after about 
age 40; and (H)9) deaths of those aged 75and over are least likely to be 
autopsied. — C.A. McMahan, School of Medicine, Louisiana State Uni- 
versity. 


Growth, Attrition, Longevity, and Effective Living 





The individual is an enormous, organized mass of cells. This 
cellular entity is a topological structure which grows, suffers attrition 
and, eventually, dissolves as an organized whole at death. Body cells, 
in turn, are also very large organizations of molecules. They have a 
nature of their own and needs which must be served if they are to sur- 
vive. Body cells cooperate in a cellular commonwealth, relinquishing 
their independence so as to better serve their needs. Although yield- 
ing autonomy as independent living structures, cells retain a dignity of 
their own which must be respected inorder to attain acellular common- 
wealth that is resilient and strong as a whole. 


Longevity, type II, is defined, therefore,as the additional years 
which are added to the life of the individual when his inner world is 
strengthened by purpose, effective living, and self fulfillment.

Trends in Interoccupational Movement, 1910-1950 





This paper, part of a study entitled "An Economic Analysis of 
Interoccupational Movement,' attempts: (1) to suggest an economic frame 
work for analyzing interoccupational movement patterns; (2) to outline 
the techniques and procedures used to construct a set of estimates of 
net interoccupational movement rates for the intercensal periods from 
1910 to 1950; and (3) to test partially some of the hypotheses advanced 
and to explore some of their implications. 


Given rapid shifts in demand toward higher-skilled occupations, 
resulting from the impact of technological change, interoccupational 
movement is a necessary aspect of labor-supply adjustment and is ben- 
eficial to the individual in terms of income-maximizing behavior. The 
basic hypothesis advanced is that the incidence of costs (the direct and 
indirect costs of acquiring new skills) and gains (the larger income 
stream resulting from occupational change) of interoccupational move- 
ment can explain many of the observed patterns of movement at a mo- 
ment of time, e.g., higher movement rates at younger age levels. Dif- 
ferential shifts indemand then bring about systematic changes in move- 
ment patterns over time. 


To determine the patterns of movement for each of the broad 
occupational groups, ten-year age distributions (15-24, 25-34,...), com- 
parable to those available for 1930, 1940, and 1950 were estimated for 
1910and1920. The net survivor-residual method was applied to the oc- 
cupational age-cohort data in estimating net interoccupational move- 
































ments. Subsequently, movement rates were calculated. 


In general, the results of the empirical analysis are consistent 
with those suggested by economic analysis. Movement rates appear to 
be sensitive to changes in the level of demand, as measured bythe rate 
of occupational change or by changes in the level of economic activity. 
Movement rates by age level increase more than proportionately at 
higher age levels, as predicted, when the rate of demand change increas- 
es, and vice versa. The disproportionately high rate of movement in 
the 1940's can probably be attributed tothe impact of rising educational 
attainment in facilitating interoccupational movement. — W. Lee Han- 
sen, University of California at Los Angeles.

Some Issues for Transition Theory 








The most serious deficiency of the ''theory of demographic tran- 
sition" is its failure to specify independent variables. ''Urbanization" 
and "industrialization" are really nothing more than summaries of the 
whole complex social, cultural, and economic transformation experi- 
enced by the West in the last three centuries. Even as simple descrip- 
tion, transition theory leaves many issues unresolved. Recent work in 
economic history has undermined the assumption that the initial phases 
of the European transition were primarily due to improved health and 
longevity. There is evidence that pre-modern Europe did not resemble 
today's underdeveloped areas in density, family size, or levels of living. 


Other unresolved questions are: Isthe lead-lag relationship be- 
tween falling mortality and falling fertility demographically intrinsic 
and unavoidable, or demographically extrinsic and reversible? Arethe 
conditions for the origination of the demographic transition necessarily 
the conditions for its diffusion? Is it significant that pre-modern Eu- 
rope not only enjoyed historical primacy in undergoing the transition, 
but also occupied an ecologically marginal position relative to more 
densely settled areas? (Sucha position may have permitted more rap- 
id demographic growth and technological and organizational change, lead- 
ing to domination and exploitation of areas of older and denser settle- 
ment. If so, some functional equivalent of colonialism may be an inte- 
gral part of the transition as we have known it, as is suggested by the 
experience of Japan.) What are the consequences of differential dif- 
fusion (of separate parts of the Western complex) for replication of the 
transition? To what extent does the transition as we have knownit re- 
flect demographically extrinsic parallel changes in Western values re- 
lating to individualism, health, child welfare, etc.? To what extent are 
such changes in values a necessary structural consequence of indus- 
trialization? In particular, we need empirical evidence on the extent 
to which improvements in health are actually required by the need for 
an industrial labor force. What would be the consequences of a purely 
amoral and opportunistic attitude toward mortality on the part of, say, 
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a totalitarian government? 


Transition theorists have the analytic task of separating the con- 
tingent from the universal in Western experience, if transition theory is 
to claim validity as a guideline to the demographic future of underdevel- 
oped areas. — Leighton van Nort, Princeton University. 


The Trend of Interfaith Marriages 
in Canada: 1922-1957 








Although popular literature has frequently discussed a purported 
trend toward increased interfaith marriage in the United States, there 
have never been pertinent nationwide statistics, and hence there is no 
factual basis for determining the existence of sucha trend. However, 
statistics on the religion of bridegroom cross-classified by religion of 
bride are available for the provinces of Canada since 1921. This study 
was conducted on the premise that if a uniform trend in the proportion 
of interfaith marriages could be found among the provinces of Canada, 
there would be a plausible basis for assuming that the trend in the Unit- 
ed States had been similar. 


For the period 1922-57, there is a positive trend toward an in- 
creased proportion of Protestants, Roman Catholics, and Jews in each 
province marrying outside their own major religious group. Thistrend 
is highly consistent for each province except Quebec. When one ex- 
amines interfaith marriages among Protestants and Roman Catholics 
separately in each province, and among Jews in those three provinces 
where they form a substantial number, there is in every case a trend 
toward an increased proportion of interfaith marriages. The trend is 
at least moderately consistent for all groups except Roman Catholics 
in Quebec. 


An analysis was made of the trend ininterfaith marriage in each 
province holding constant the religious distribution of brides and grooms. 
This was done bycalculating the ratio of the actual proportion marrying 
outside their faithtothe proportion who would marry outside their faith 
if marriages took place without regard to religion. The trend in these 
ratios is positive and at least moderately consistent for the brides and 
grooms of each religious group in each province. 


It is concluded that the uniformity of these results is sufficient 
to make plausible the existence of a similar trend in the United States. 
— David M. Heer, Bureau of the Census. 


Negro- White Intermarriage 
for Detroit: 1899-1957 








Marriage between white and Negro persons has been a relatively 
rare event in our society, at least in the past. Two points have been 
made which lead to the hypothesis of this paper: (a) there appears to be 
an increase in equal-status contacts between Negroes and whites in De- 
troit and(b) marriage is more likely to take place where there are equal- 
status contacts. With these assumptions as background, it is hypothe- 
sized that from 1899 to 1957 there has been an increase in the rate of 
Negro-white intermarriage in Detroit. 


The primary data were obtained from marriage licenses. For 
the purposes of this study anintermarriage was defined as any marriage 
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where one potential spouse states on the marriage license that he or she 
is Negro or Mulatto and the other states that he or she is Caucasian. 
The rate of intermarriage was defined as the number of intermarriages 
per 10,000 Negroes eligible to marry. The geographic base of the in- 
vestigation was Wayne County, Michigan, and at least one of the mar- 
riage partners had to reside there. The trend in the rate of intermar- 
riage has defiritely decreased inthe past sixty years. Furthermore, the 
differences between the 1900 period and the 1956 period are quite large 
(31.6 and 2.2 respectively). Hypothesizing that Detroit represents a 
unique set of circumstances, other existing studies of intermarriage 
were examined. It was seen that the rate of intermarriage decreased 
regardless of the geographic area or the time span. Secondly, there 
seemed to be some association between the intermarriage rate in var- 
ious cities for any one point in time. 





An explanation for the decreasing intermarriage rate was sought 
in the age and sexcomposition of the rapidly growing Negro population, 
but results were negative. It was concluded that an explanation for the 
behavior of the intermarriage rate will necessitate an analysis of the 
social structure and the type of person who intermarries. — Albert J. 
Mayer and Sue M. Smock, Wayne State University. 


A Comparative Analysis of the Industrial Structure 
of the Urban Labor Force of Burma and the United States 














It was not within the sphere of investigation of this study to test 
the validity of Colin Clark's thesis that ''a very firmly established gen- 
eralization is thata high average levelof real income per head isalways 
associated with a high proportion of the working population engaged in 
tertiary industries...while low real income per headisalways associa- 
ted with a low proportion of the working population engaged in tertiary 
production and a high percentage in primary production. The Clark- 
Fisher thesis relates to the total economies of countries at varied lev- 
els of economic development. 


A comparative analysis of the industrial structure of the urban 
labor force of Burma and that of the U. S. showed, however, that as far 
asthe relative level of economic development of urban areas is con- 
cerned, the validity of the Clark and Fisher thesisis highly doubtful. We 
found that although the proportion of the urban labor force engaged in pri- 
mary production was considerably higher in Burma than in the United 
States, the percentage employed in tertiary industry was also higher in 
Burma. The higher employment in tertiary industry in urban Burma com- 
pared to the urban areas of the United States resultsfrom the depressed 
state of the Burmese economy; for when urban communities lack attrac- 
tive employment opportunities in manufacturing and other secondary in- 
dustries, workers resort to self-employment in trade or other tertiary 
industries requiring little in the way of capital or hard-to-acquire skills.

States in each month are published by the National Office of Vital Sta- 
tistics about six weeks after the end of the month.
